WASHINGTON (AP) — With 


a strong push from President 
Johnson, a new pay-increase bill 
for 1.7 million federal workers 
won House committee approval 
Thursday. 


The main difference between 


this bill and the one defeated 
by the House last month is that 
the proposed annual raise for 
members 
of 
Congress 
is 


trimmed from $10,000 to $7,500. 
T"hey now make $22,500 a year. 


The prospect of explaining to 


the voters why they gave them- 
selves a $10,000 raise was a ma- 
jor factor in the 222-184 vote by 
which the House defeated the 
original bill March 12.

the rule of force under Communism and other 
totalitarian forms of gov ernment. 
• 
American law, being the creature of man, 
is necessarily fallible and imperfect; occasion­ 
ally it seems arbitrary, ev en unjust. But because 
the law is a creature of man it is subject to 
continual amendment, interpretation and clari­ 
fication to smooth down its flaws and to meet 
the changes that come with time. 
Most im­ 
portantly, in America it is the creature and 
the serv ant of a democratic society whose mem­ 
bers, by a hundred different mechanisms, may 
bring it into being and freely act upon it. 
In the Communist countries we hav e heard 
much of the fairly recent rule of what is called 
“ socialist legality,” as opposed to the old reign- 
of-terror system of administering what passed 
for justice. This merely means that a body of 
law exists, and that it is applied through courts; 
the accused are not customarily hauled out and 
shot without trial. But what kind of law, what 
kind of trial? Here is the basic difference. The 
citizen of a totalitarian country has no v oice in 
the making of the law. nor has he a sacred Con­ 
stitution 
to 
guarantee 
hiS 
rights 
and 
his 
liberties. 
What better day than the day on which the 
Communists traditionally celebrate the fact of 
their lost birthright, for us as Americans^ to 
rededicate ourselv es to the ideals of America 
as a nation with a gov ernment of laws and not 
of men?

Chinese May Not Make It 


When DeGaulle recognized Red China, the specu­ 
lation around the UN in New York was that it was 
only a question of time before enough nations would 
fall in line to break down the sentiment that has kept 
the Red Chinese from being seated in the world organ­ 
ization. But DOW the speculation is swuigmg the other 
way. 
At least that’s how Hsueh Yu-chi, Ambassador of 
the Formosa Chinese to the UN, now sees it. He hap­ 
pened to be in Formosa when De Gaulle decided on 
his Imperious course. 
The gloom in Taipei, Chiang 
Kai-shek’s capital, was so thick at the time that you 
could almost hear the clock ticking away the life of 
the Formosa Chinese as members of the UN Security - 
Council. But all of a sudden the gloom has lifted. 


The reason is that the African states, which 
make up such a big bloc of UN v otes, hav e not 
gone for the blandishments of the Red Chinese. Of 
the former French possessions in Africa, only the 
Braszav iile Congolese are ready to follow 
De 
Gaulle’s line on Red China at the UN. 


WTiat has particularly riled some of the African 
nations are the reports that the French would welcome 
increased trade'with South Africa, De Gaulle’s oppo- 
sitiiM) to boycotting Red China and Cuba is one thing— 
but when, in the name of consistency tor profits), the 
French do not go along with the idea of boycotting 
South Africa, the African states cannot endorse the 
projection of the De Gaulle policy into an area which 
affects their hopes. 
The change In the atmosphere at the LTsl is a 
reminder that the projection of trends is a generally 
profitless business. 
Only yesterday the ov erturn in 
Zanzibar was being interpreted as, in part, a Red 
Chinese coup. The new foreign minister of Zanzibar, 
Abdul Rahman Mohammed, better known as Babu, 
was reputedly in the pay of Mao Tse-tung through 
his connections with the Red Chinese press. But sud­ 
denly the new Zanzibar nation ha.s ceased to er.ist as 
an entity. It is now combined with mainland Tangan­ 
yika, with the moderate head of Tanganyika, Dr. 
.iulius Nyerere, becoming President of both couiitries. 
Whatev er may be the ultimate orienUtion of Tangan- 
yika-Zanzibar this reduces the total v ote of the African 
nations in the UN by one 
Thus, in any ev ent, the 
pro-Red Chinese v ote must shrink by one. 
Another thing that encourages the Formosa Chinese 
at the UN is the relativ e .silence of former U.S. pro­ 
ponents of a “ twoChina ixiiicy,” The U S. Ambassa­ 
dor to the U.N, Adlai Stev enson, who is considere<i fo 
be “ fle.xible” on tlie subject, has been keeping his own 
counsel. 


The Lyndoit .fohnson Administration is obv iousiy 
quite Hilling to let sleeping dogs be until after the 
election in .Nov ember.

Strange Bedfellows: Irony Of Zanzibar Crisis 


NAIROBI — The latest upset in 
Zanzibar has at least one ironical 
and 
wholly 
nov el 
feature. 
It 
seems to hav e been greeted with 
almost the same sighs of heartfelt 
relief in London, in Washington 
and in Moscow. 
So far as can be discerned, the 
mov e to merge Zanzibar with 
Tanganyika was strictly .African 
in origin, without any sort of So­ 
v iet, American or British inspira­ 
tion. 
Yet there is a simple rea­ 
son why the Tanganyika-Zanzibar 
merger 
has 
almost 
certainly 
pleased Moscow as much as Lon­ 
don and Washington. 
Under the leadership of the 
chief loser by the merger, the 
forceful Zanzibar Afro-Arab, .Ab­ 
dul Rahman Mohammed Babu, 
Zanzibar was rapidly becoming a 
Chinese Communist base off the 
African coast. 
No one else liked 
that. 
Since the first days of the Zan­ 
zibar 
rev olution 
some 
months 
ago, the Sov iets had certainly 
been in there trying hard. 
They 
had 
bought 
the 
little 
island’s 
clov es at high prices. 
TTiey had 
sent the freighter Faisabad with 
a shipment of arms for the new 
gov ernment. They had sent their 
East German stooges to start an 
aid program. 
The CTiinese Communists had 
merely sent $500,000 in cash and 
v ast 
quantities 
of propaganda. 
But tbfeir agent on the island, . 
AMui Rahman Mohammed Babu, 
had none the less managed to 
carry all before him. 
The African Nationalist presi­ 
dent (rf the new Zanzibar gov ern­ 
ment, Abeid Amani Karume, had 
been reduced to such a state of 
impotence that he was seldom 
allowed to see v isitors except in 
the presence of one of Babu’s 
men. 
Furthermore, the Sov iet' 
agent on the spot. Vice President 
Abdullah 
Kassim 
Hanga, 
was 
hardly better off than President 
Karume. 
Holding the foreign ministry, 
Babu also controlled the police. 
His hot-eyed followers had an

CIVIL RIGHTS — The fight 
ov er civ il rights legislation is in 
the crucial stage and it’s touch 
and go whether proponents can 
muster enough v otes to break the 
filibuster and pass the bilL 
They still lack a couple of v otes 
and are hopeful to pick them up 
as other legislation piles up be­ 
hind the logjam of endless words. 
Southerners fighting the bill are 
organized well enough 
to 
last 
through almost any number of 
night Senate sessions, or around- 
the-clock meetings for that mat­ 
ter. 
Unlike some other pending legis­ 
lation, this is one fight that the 
Johnson administration has to win. 
A 
back-down 
would 
hurt 
the 
President at the polls, not only 
because he was unable to deliv er 
but because he would be widely 
accused by liberals of selling out 
to benefit himself in the South. 
Aware of this, Johnson is busily 
applying pressure wherev er he 
can among the senators — and 
this is one thing that he knows 


a lot about. Johnson was the lead­ 
er of the fight that got the first 
civ il rights bill through Congress 
since reconstruction days. 
Barring some occurrence that 
would bring about public rev ul­ 
sion, the pro-civ il rights senators 
are slowly winning. That is why 
the President went out of his way 
recently to speak out against sit- 
in and other racial demonstra­ 
tions. It is the main reason be­ 
hind the efforts of leaders of most 
responsible Negro organizations 
to the same end. 
An all-out demonstration that 
resulted in v iolence could turn a 
goodly segment 
of 
the 
public 
against the legislation, and this 
could, adv ersely, influence that 
small handful of v otes proponents 
need to cut off the filibuster. 
Howev er, the rank and file Ne­ 
groes are impatient. They want 
to see results. They hav en’t the 
sophistication of Washington poli­ 
ticians. In these next few weeks 
they could prov e to be their own 
worst enemies. 


the merger talks almost from the 
outset 
If Hanga knew what was afoot, 
it is v ery difficult to believ e that 
the exceedingly high powered So­ 
v iet embassy in Zanzibar was not 
also informed 
If so, the Sov iets 
certainly did nothing to prev ent 
Hanga from cooperating, or to 
discourage all but one of Babu's 
former supjxirters, the hard nosed 
pro-Peking politician, Salim Ras­ 
hid, from rallying to the merger 
plan. 
The same pattern was again 
ev ident 
after 
the 
merger 
an­ 
nouncement, 
'The next day, most 
of the large Chinese group in 
Tanganyika swarmed ov er to Zan­ 
zibar by plane in an apparent 
effort to restore the status quo 
ante. 


Meanwhile, the Americans, in­ 
formed at last, merely smiled 
benev olently. 
The British pro­ 
mised to supply arms, if need be, 
to help the newly merged Tanga­ 
nyika-Zanzibar gov ernment to put 
down any disturbances. 
And the 
Sov iets reportedly also agreed to 
order a temporary suspensimi of 
transfers of arms, which had of 
necessity been going to the Babu- 
controlled force. 
This is by no means the end of 
the story. Babu is back in Zanzi­ 
bar, putting the best face he can 
on what has happened and search­ 
ing for ways to make a come­ 
back 
Maybe he will do to. but 
for the present the Chinese Com­ 
munists hav e suffered a sharp 
setback in this biia ire drama 
The Sov iets hav e gained by the 
Chinese setback; and they hav e 
slightly, though not enormously 
increased their chance to gain 
influence on the newly merged 
gov ernment. 
Finally, the British and Ameri­ 
cans are no longer haunted, at 
any rate for the time being, by 
fear of anckher Cuba off East 
Africa. Nowadays, in truth, crises 
can make strange bedfellows.

American law, being the creature of man, 


is necessarily fallible and imperfect; occasion- 
ally it seems arbitrary, even unjust. But because 
the law is a creature of man it is subject to 
continual amendment, interpretation and clari- 
fication to smooth down its flaws and to meet 
the changes that come with time. Most im- 
portantly, in America it is the creature and 
the servant of a democratic society whose mem- 
bers, by a hundred different mechanisms, may 
bring it into being and freely act upon it. 


In the Communist countries we have heard 


much of the fairly recent rule of what is called 
"socialist legality," as opposed to the old reign- 
of-terror system of administering what passed 
for justice. This merely means'that a body of 
law exists, arid .that it is applied through courts; 
the accused are not customarily hauled out and 
shot without trial. But what kind of law, what 
kind of trial? Here is the basic difference. The 
citizen of a totalitarian country has no voice in 
the making of the law, nor has he a sacred Con- 
stitution to guarantee his" rights and his 
liberties. 


What better day than the day on which the 


Communists traditionally celebrate the fact of 
their lost> birthright, for us as Americans* to 
rededicate ourselves to the ideals of America 
as a nation with a government of laws and not 
of men?

Chinese May Not Make It 


When DeGaulle recognized Red China, the specu- 


lation around .the UN in New York was that it was 
only a question of time before enough nations would 
fall'in line to break down the sentiment that has kept 
the Red Chinese from being seated in the world organ- 
ization. But now the speculation is swinging the other 
wayi 
»

At least that's how Hsueh Yu-chi, Ambassador of 


the Formosa Chinese to the UN, now sees.it. He hap- 
pened ' to be in Formosa when De Gaulle decided on 
his .imperious course. The gloom' in Taipei, Chiang 
Kai-shek's capital, was so thick at the time that you 
could almost hear the clock ticking away the life of 
the Formosa Chinese as members of the UN Security - 
Council. But all of a sudden the gloom has lifted. 


The reason is that the African states, which 


make up such a big bloc of UN votes, have not 
gone for the blandishments of the Red Chinese. Of 


. the former French possessions in Africa, only the 
.Brazzaville Congolese are ready to follow De 
Gaulle's line on Red China at the UN. 


• 
Wh'at has particularly riled some of the African 


nations are-the reports that the French would welcome 
increased trade-with South Africa. De Gaulle's oppo- 
sition to boycotting" Red China and Cuba is one thing— 
but when, in the name of consistency (or profits),-the 
French do not.go along with the idea of boycotting 
South Africa, the.African states cannot endorse the 
projection of the De Gaulle policy Into an area which. 
affects their hopes. 


The change in the atmosphere at the UN is a 


reminder that the projection of trends is a generally 
profitless business. Only yesterday the overturn in 
Zanzibar, was being interpreted as, in part, a Red 
Chinese coup. The new foreign minister of Zanzibar, 
Abdul' Rahman Mohammed, better known as Babu, 
was reputedly in the pay of Mao Tse-tung through 
his connections with the Red Chinese press. But sud- 
denly the new Zanzibar nation has ceased to exist as 
an entity. It is now combined with mainland Tangan- 
yika, with the moderate head of Tanganyika, Dr. 
Julius Nyerere, becoming President of both countries. 
Whatever may be the ultimate orientation of Tangan- 
yika-Zanzibar, this reduces the total vote of the African 
nations jn the UN by one. Thus, in any event, the 
pro-Red Chinese vote must shrink by one. 


Another thing that encourages the Formosa Chinese 


at the UN is the relative silence of former U.S. pro- 
ponents of a "two-China policy." The U.S. Ambassa- 
dor to the UN, Adlai Stevenson, who is considered 16 
be "flexible" on the subject, has been keeping his own 
counsel.

Strange Bedfellows: Irony Of Zanzibar Crisis 


NAIROBI — The latest upset in 


Zanzibar has at least one ironical 
and 
wholly novel 
feature. 
It 


seems to have been greeted with 
almost the same sighs of heartfelt 
relief in Lonckm, in Washington 
and in Moscow. 


So far as can be discerned, the 


move" to merge Zanzibar with 
Tanganyika was strictly African 
in .origin, without any sort of So- 
viet, American or British inspira- 
tion. Yet there is a simple rea- 
son why the Tanganyika-Zanzibar

pleased Moscow as much as Lon- 
don and Washington. 


Under the leadership of the 


chief loser by the merger, the

The Soviets have gained by the 


Chinese setback; and they have 
slightly, though not enormously 
increased their chance to gain 
influence on the newly merged 
government. 


Finally, the British and Ameri- 


cans are no longer haunted, at 
any rate for the time being, by 
fear of another Cuba off East 
Africa.

In other instances, an irritat-

Others can be rubbed off with 
pumic stone, sandpapper, or a- 
stiff brush.

It does not tell the story. On 


this corner, the greatest mass 
execution in American history oc- 
curred. Today, one hundred and 
two years later, lawyers debate 
the case. In July 1851, two tribes 
of the Upper Minnesota Sioux 
sold to the United States a huge 
section of southern and western 
Minnesota. 


The price was $1,665,00 in cash 


and annuities. A month later, 
tribes of the Lower Minnesota, 
under Chief Little Crow, signed 
their lands away for $1,410,000. 
What the Indians gave- was 24,- 
000,000 acres of rich black bot- 
tom lanti, timber tracts, rivers, 
lakes, quarries and mines. The 
price was less than 13 cents an 
acre. 


The Indian chiefs made it plain 


that 
their 
people 
needed 
the 


money. They shook hands with 
the White Men, and the White 
Men were happy. They had prom- 
ised the Indians a pittance, and 
had promised lo help feed the 
Red Brethren who were being 
forced off their !and. 


The Whites moved in at once. 


The 
Indians 
waited .for 
their 


money. Congress was busy, and 
had little time for Indian treaties. 
The Indian agent refused to feed 
the Indians until they threatened 
to kill him. Then he passed out 
wormy flour and di-ied corn. The 
Indians were ordered to move to 
reservations which were far from 
water and hunting land. 


In 1857, Chief Inkpaduta killed 


30 Whites at Lake Okohoji in 
iuwa. The U.S. Government said 
that it would make no further 
payments to the Sioux, and dole 
out no more food, until the In- 
dians themselves found Inkpaduta 
and punished "him. Chief Little 
Crow ted an expedition, but could 
not find the killer, and felt like 
a squaw doing the bidding of the 
White Man. 


In 1862, Little Crow noticed that 


many White Men in Jrtinnesota 
had gone off to fight a war with 
their brothers in the South. He 
reminded the Indian agent that 
the Whites had promised money 
and food fach year when the 
"prairie grass was high." In 
Washington, Congress debated the 
matter. The U. S. Treasury de- 
batod whether the Sioux should 
be paid in paper money i<r gold 
coin.

The U. S. Government 
acted slowly, and required most 
of the autumn to get a few bat- 
talions of soldiers together under - 
Colonel Sibley and General Pope. 
The general had been defeated 
at the Second Battle of Bull Run. 


In

skirmish 
near 
Echo, 


soldiers scalped 14 Indians. Chief 
Little Crow was beaten and quit 
fighting. He was afraid of the 
brass field pieces which fired 
iron balls which exploded into. 
fragments. Still, he held 269 pris- 
oners—White women, children and 
half breeds. The U .S. Army want- 
ed to bargain for those lives with- 
out risking battle. 


Friendly Indians released the 


prisoners in late September. Tho 
Sioux were starving. Nearly 2,000 
of them surrendered under flag* 
of truce. The government, under 
Sibley, set up a military court 
and used White women to identify 
rapists and murderers. In 10 days 
307 Sioux had been sentenced ta 
death. 
Both Pope and 
Sibley 


doubted that they had the legal 
power to do this to enemy war- 
riors, so they passed the buck to 
Washington.

Whipple, an Episcopal divine from 
Faribault, Minn., was the only 
man to raise his voice against tha 
death 
sentences. 
He went 
to 


Washington to protest. 


Abraham Lincoln studied 
the 


list of names and crimes, and cut 
it to 39. The citizens of Mankato 
tried to lynch all the prisoners, 
and failed. One of the 39 — Round 
Wind—was reprieved on Christ-, 
mas Day. The next morning, th« 
condemned began the Sioux death 
chant—'Hi-yi-yil"

The conference was extraordi- 


nary in lhat Mr. Matfiias'- two

were present, along with two 
ctergyinen, -several private citi- 
zens, and representatives of news- 
papers, radio stations and a wire 
service—a total of 32 persons by 
unofficial count. 


Perhaps the most unusual as- 


pect of the press conference was 
that 
Mr. 
Mathias1 
opponents, 


Brent Bozell and Harry Siinms, 
both of Montgomery County, each 
spoke at length—longer, in fact, 
than their .host. And both attack- 
ed his voting record in Congress 
with some vigor. 
, 


Mr. Mathias, here to partici= 


pate in a day-long Episcopal con- 
vocation at Lonaconing, said he 
called the press conference be- 
cause the "prayer issue" has been 
widely discussed in this part of 
the district. "I thought it was my 
public duty to make some state- 
ment on the subject," he ex- 
plained. 


At the beginning of the press 


conference Mr. Mathias read a 
brief statement outlining his posi- 
tion. Briefly summarized, it is 
this: He thinks the present hear- 
ings on the Becker amendment 
by the House Judiciary Commit- 
tee, of which he is a member, 
will in the end serve a better 
purpose than a discharge peti- 
tion which would force the bill 
to the floor of the House for 
action without benefit of any tes- 
timony before the committee or 
recommendation by the commit- 
tee. He pointed out that in the 
past 35 years there have been 133 
discharge petitions, which have 
brought forth only two acts of 
Congress. "There is no worse 
way to approach this problem," 
he declared. 
Simms -Agrees 


After Mr. Mathias had read his 


statement 
and answered some 


questions, Mr. Simms took the 
floor to support Mathias' position 
on the prayer question and to 
deplore the fact that it had be- 
come a political issue. Although 
he criticized the Supreme Court 
decision of 1963 on the subject, 
Mr. Simms said the basic effect 
of the decision was "to uphold 
religious liberty and to protect 
individual liberties which are as 
precious to. us as our belief in 
the Scriptures." 


Then, standing behind the desk 


in the office that Mr. Mathias 
shares with Sen. J. Glenn Beall, 
Mr. Simms declared that he had 
been critical of Mathias' voting 
record "and his record is ter- 
rible,'' he said with emphasis. ' 


From that point on, the discus- 


sion ranged far-.afield and Rep. 
Mathias managed only with dif- 
ficulty to confine it to the prayer 
issue as Mr. Simms made several 
charges 
against 
Mathias 
and 


against Mr. Bozell. 


After another question-and-an- 


swer period, Mr. Bozell took the 
floor to deny Mr. Simms' charges 
against him and to assert his 
position that an amendment to 
the U. S. Constitution is now the 
best 
means of restoring 
the 


"status quo ante"—the situation 
existing 
before 
the 
Supreme 


Court decisions of 1962 "and 1963.

Deleted Objections 


In answer to a question, Mr. 


Bozell acknowledged that he had 
intentionally deleted 'that section 
of the article from reprints he 
has circulated in connection with 
his campaign. He said he did this 
because Congress had failed to 
affirm its own position and the 
pertinent issue at the moment is 
the amendment. 


Asked about the "number of 


objections" he had seen earlier in 
tha amendment approach, he re- 
plied that what he really had 
meant was that it's difficult to get 
an amendment through Congress. 


Although 
Mr. 
Mathias 
had 


opened the meeting with the an- 
nouncement that he could stay 
jonly aboqt half an hour, the ses- 
sion lasted for an hour, with 
Mathias still en deck. At the end, 
both his opponents went around 
passing out their campaign liter- 
ature, shaking some hands and 
defending their positions against
